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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-18 and 27-32, drawn to the device adapted to interface with a 
circuit breaker, classified in class 200, subclass 50.1 1 . 

II. Claims 19-24, drawn to the method, comprising the activities of attaching 
to a circuit breaker, classified in class 29, subclass 825. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 
806.05(f)). In the instant case the device adapted to interface with a circuit breaker can 
be used without using the method, comprising the activities of attaching to a circuit 
breaker a securement adapted to fit a planar face of the circuit breaker. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Rashmi S. Raj on 4/28/06 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, claims 1-18 
and 27-32. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
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Office action. Claims 19-24 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a petition under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(l). 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show 
the element number "380" as described in the specification (page 7, line 14). Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
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margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Page 4, lines 9 and 19, the reference character "160" has been used to 
designate both "second planar portion" and "hinge pivot shaft". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-18 and 27-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "can be" in claims 1, 16 and 27 is a relative term which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "can be" is not defined by the claim, the specification does 
not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-18 and 27-32 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach or suggest the device adapted to interface with a 
circuit breaker comprising an actuator operable within an actuator operation zone 
defined by movement of the actuator between a first pole and a second pole, the device 
comprising the planar actuator guard coupled to the actuator restrainer, in an operative 
embodiment, wherein the actuator guard is located outside the actuator operation zone; 
and prevents manual access to the actuator; the actuator restrainer is positioned 
substantially within the actuator operation zone, and upon direct contact of the actuator 
with the actuator restrainer, the actuator restrainer substantially resists manual 
manipulation of the actuator from the first pole to the second pole. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
